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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The affidavit filed on 12/13/2007 under 37 CFR 1 .131 has been 
considered but is ineffective to overcome the references used in the previous 
office action. Because: 

a. The declaration is signed by three of the four named inventors of 
the present application. Applicants fail to submit sufficient documents 
showing the fourth inventor refused to sign the request or could not be 
reached after diligent efforts. Applicants' representative in "ATTORNEY 
AFFIDAVIT" submitted on 06/05/2008 states that he has not received any 
response from Ra'anan Gil to the five electronic mail messages addressed 
to Ra'anan Gil. Based on MPEP (see MPEP 605.03, 409.03(d) and 37 
CFR 1 .47) a statement of facts should be submitted by the Applicant or 
Applicant's representative to show inability to find or reach a non-signing 
inventor "after diligent effort". This statement should fully describe the 
exact facts which are relied on to establish that a diligent effort was made. 
The statement of facts must be signed, where at all possible, by a person 
having firsthand knowledge of the facts recited therein. Statements based 
on hearsay will not normally be accepted. Copies of documentary 
evidence such as certified mail return receipts , and telegrams that support 
a finding that the non-signing inventor could not be found or reached 
should be made part of the statement. Applicants' representative does not 
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show any proof that the un-signing inventor could not be reached at his 
last mailing address . 

b. The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish a conception of 
the invention prior to the effective date of the references used in the 
previous office action. While conception is the mental part of the inventive 
act, it must be capable of proof, such as by demonstrative evidence or by 
a complete disclosure to another. Conception is more than a vague idea 
of how to solve a problem. The requisite means themselves and their 
interaction must also be comprehended. See Mergenthaler v. Scudder, 
1897 CD. 724, 81 O.G. 1417 (D.C. Cir. 1897). Submitted documents fail 
to show some important features of the invention such as generating the 
signal quality estimate by measuring a difference between one or more 
constellation points associated with the at least one reference field and 
one or more corresponding constellation points associated with the at 
least one field in the received signal. 

2. Since the declaration filed on 12/1 3/2007 under 37 CFR 1.1 31 is 

ineffective the previous rejections are maintained.
